October 19th, follows; hy 
' The'farst fall meeting of tho Clinical Orthopacdic Society was unusunlly 
woll attended because of the two very interesting papors. One was a presentation 
by Capt. Walter Graham on what .ho is. doing in tho reconstruction of hands at tho 
Valloy Forge Gcnernl Hospital. Dr. Greham showed somo vyory bosutiful ond results 
on some badly mngled hands. Ho showed & good m-ny original idons, probably the 
most interesting ono being the side transplant of the motccarpals to fill the defect 
caused by the’ remove.1l of the adjecont metacirpals and finger. He used a great many 
Kirschner wires following open repairs of the bones of the hand. He also showod 
somo free nerve grrfts and omphasized agein that scnsation is ono of the mast im 
portant functions of the hand. The second paper yes presented by the nev Medical 
Director, Dr. Richard H. Freyberg, who’spoko on x-ray thercpy for spondilitis. Poor 
rosults were obtained in the hypertrophic type of arthritis, but excellont results 
wore showm following ono or two courses of x-ray therapy in the Mrrie-Strumpel type 
of arthritis. The latter cxnses wore thon shovm in’% moving picture which graphic-= 
ally illustrated the mrked improvement particularly in the eorlicr cases. This 
paper was of particular intorest boc-use of the recent oponing of our x-ray thornpy.
